VANDALIZED 


Camp Forty Acres, the Wilmington Youth Camp for boys and 
girls, has been vandalized beyond repair, Charles Crotty, Boy 
Scout Commissioner, told the Wilmington Police last night. 

Crotty inspected the camp yesterday evening and found a 
number of motorcycle tracks leading into the camp from an 
old gravel pit in Andover, adjacent to Camp Forty Acres. 

Every building had been smashed. Boot marks were on the 
doors. Crow-bar marks on the windows. Very heavy shutters 
made of extra heavy material and hardware, had been ripped to 
pieces by crow-bars. Every pane of glass in every window was 


broken. 


All furniture was broken. Damage was done to all the 


lean-tos. Telephone lines and electrical lines had been ripped 


out. 


There have been instances in the past of damages to Camp 
Forty Acres, but usually the damage was minimal. 
Camp Forty Acres is maintained by volunteers, for the youth 


of Wilmington. 


Every spring time the volunteers work for 


several week-ends, clearing and building new facilities. This 
year exceptional work was done by several professional artisans 


all of which has now been smashed. 


Foster Balsar, one of the Trustees for Camp Forty Acres 
told the Town Crier last night that Camp Forty acres has 
bookings until January One, for use by different Scouting 
groups. This will all have to be cancelled, now, he said. 


Planning Board questions 
State DPU Order 


By a three to two vote. Tuesday evening. the Wilmington 
Planning Board voted to ask the Town Counsel to petition 
the Courts to disallow a decision by the, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities. recently made. relative to 
a‘facility of the Lowell Gas Company, proposed for Woburn 
Street. 

The motion was by A. Daniel Gillis. and voting with Gillis 
were Bill Hooper and Bill Hanlon. Chairman Mort Grant 
and Zane Bower voted against the motion. The discussion 
was about an order. from the DPU, which had come from 
the Town Clerk, and bore the date of August 27th. 

The Lowell Gas Company had planned to install a gas 
line facility on Woburn Street. including a tank for gas and 
a building. Subsequently the tank and reduction unit accom- 
panying’it were changed to be erected on a site off Ballard- 
vale Street. The State DPU, however, has ordered that the 
building be erected on the Woburn Street site, on a lot of 


land near the Wildwood School. 


Mr. Gillis and friends contend that the State Department 
of Public Utilities cannot change the zoning in a town. and 
are asking that the ‘Town Counsel argue this position in 


court. 

The discussion by Mr. Gillis 
Tuesday evening. included one 
session with Town Manager Ster- 
ling Morris. It began with a re- 
minder by Mr. Morris that the 
Board of Selectmen had approved 
allowing Lowell Gas to erect a 
building on the Woburn Street 
site.

Public Hearing for 
Industrial Way 


A public hearing, in the Planning Board meeting room of 
the old Mildred Rogers School, is scheduled for September 
28 at 8 p.m. on the cofstruetion of Industrial Way. a road 
that services many of Wilmington’s industries in South Wil- 
mington, including Compugraphic, Market Forge and Smith- 
craft. The hearing is being called by the Wilmington 
Planning Board. and is specifically concerned about a 
railroad crossing over Industrial Way 

Arguments on the proper form and context of the hearing 
lasted for a full hour, Tuesday night, with both the Town 
Manager and the Town Engineer taking part in the discus- 
sion with the Planning Board members. Town Manager. 
Sterling Morris specifically attended the meeting for the 


purpose of discussing the problems of Industrial Way. 


When the developer of Industrial 
Way. I. Fred DeCenso, started. in 
1966. he told the Planning Board 
that he would eventually be putting 
in a railroad siding, It was that 
siding which caused’ the argu- 
ments, Tuesday evening 

One of the troubles was that 
several plans, of a varying nature. 
had been submitted over the vears. 
and in the meantime the Town 
Engineer was getting worried over 
the possible damage to water and 
sewer mains, if the railroad cros- 
sing was built without specifica- 
tions The situation was 
complicated. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
told the Planning Board that there 
had been a conference with him- 
self. the Town Counsel, and the 
Town Engineer. last Friday 
There had been a discussion over 
the possibility of a Bill in Equity 

in the courts. to ensure that there 
would be no damages to public 
water and sewer facilities by 
trains. It would be.~the- Town 
Manager said. a friendly suit. just 
one where the various intracacies

could get straightened out. 
“All we are looking for is a 

way out”. He wanted additional 
construction specifications for the 
railroad spurr which is to go into 
the industrial subdivision. and he 
wanted the specifications to have 
“teeth 

It was argued that the developer 
had put the railroad spur in places 
other than where he should have. 
Danny Gillis countered this with 
arguments that he had said. in 
1966. that he was going to put in 
a railroad 

The Town Engineer argued that 
there was a possibility that the 
first railroad train to cross In- 
dustrial Way would crush the 
Sewer or water lines. This was 
agreed. Harding also argued that 
the plan had been modified. This 
neither Gillis nor Bower would 
admit, but Gillis said that En- 
gineering Plans were necessary

Uist. reported that a price of $18 
millions had been set by an arbi 
trator. for the 16 mile long track 
of the Boston and Maine. from 
Boston to Wilmington Junction 
Atty.

The Price is Right 


As could be expected, the Planning Board, Tuesday 
night. thought the Town Crier was wrong in its state 
ment about the cause of high taxes. last week. The 
chairman pointed out that in one of the cases cited by 
the Town Crier there were nine things that the Planning 
Board wanted done. some with other boards. and another 
member stated that he would find nothing with a road 
700 - 900 - or 15.000 feet long. Later it developed that 
he was not thinking of the “no through-way” road. but 
one with open ends at both ends. When it was pointed 
out that there were advantages to not having through 
traffic, because of vandalism, he thought there was a 
point. and he allowed that he might go for a road 2000 
feet long under such circumstances. and thought the 
other members would too. 

But the Chairman should go back and read what the 
Town Crier stated. This column specifically included 
other boards. about which it might comment later 

The strength of the Town Crier’s remarks was on the 
600 Foot Rule” which is being applied to Industrial 
developments. and has stopped them cold. He thought 
that the developers should still come in and argue. What 
is the use of arguing against a board that has made up 


its mind not to grant any street over 600 feet long? Such 
an act is only an exercise in futility. 

To repeat, the Planning Board, had it acted otherwise, 
could have helped Wilmington to have a $46 tax rate this 
vear If both of the proposed developments had been 
xiowed to proceed properly there could have been even 
a $42 tax rate. 

And the chances of the prediction of Mr. Boylen, about 
, $60 tax rate next year, are very good, as long as the 
Planning Board keeps its present attitude.

To have a boat which 
befouls the waters? 

To create untold decibels of 
noise? 

To litter and waste and buy 
non-reusable materials?

Progress seems to be the rule 
of a second development, to the 
northward, on the other side of 
Lubbers Brook and southerly 
from Salem Street. Town En- 
gineer Arthur Harding reported 
a scheduled meeting with Dave 
Newhouse and Newhouse’s en- 
gineer, for Sept. 9th. Harding 
has already looked over the 
grounds 

Harding also reported that he 
had had a visit from a Professor 
of Planning from the: University 
of Massachusetts, He is making 
a study of half a dozen Massa- 
chuestts towns, and Wilmington 
is one on the list. because it has 
already had Soil Study, a Master 
Plan and a Land Use map. 

The board discussed a Hatcn 
Act hearing scheduled for next 
Monday. and voted to disapprove. 
The area involved is off Federal 
Street, on the westerly side. Bill 
Hooper said it was a part of the 
Ipswich River watershed and that 
extensive care had to be exer- 
cised. Danny Gillis, who voted 
to disapprove. pointed out that not 
many feet away is the Wilmington 
Cemetery. and that extensive mud 
from Somerville had been used 
there. recently, as fill. “Who. 
he asked. “is contaminating 
who? 

The Chairman reported that the 
Superintendent of Schools wanted 
to have reports of new residen- 
tial developments. as soon as 
possible. -Bill Hooper pointed out 
that he was about to propose that 
notification be given to the Fire 
and Police Departments. after 
definitive approval had been 
given, and the Superintendent of 
Schools could be added to the list 


It was decided to write the Super- 
intendent when plans were first 
filed. 

On the suggestion of Mort Grant 
a discussion was held regarding 
an odor from chemicals which 
permeated Wilmington on a recent 
Saturday. 

“Three years ago", he said, we 
wrote a letter to the Town Mana- 
ger regarding that particular 
plant”. 

Danny Gillis: “We have alaw on 
the books on obnoxious odors 
Let's enforce it, Give Mr. Mc- 
Clanahan the proper backing to 
perform his duties” 

TM Morris: ‘Actually, its the 
Sanitarian, We had an industrial 
accident in Wilmington a week 
ago Saturday. That's what caused 
the odor.”” 

The conversation shifted to 
water problems. Grant, two 
weeks ago, had reported that fill 
was being put in an area northerly 
of Concord Street, and between 
Woburn Street and Route 93. He 
had received, he said. a letter 
from the Building Inspector that 
the area was not under the Hatch 
Act. 

This had caused Grant to discuss 
the case with a Selectman, with 
Arthur Bureau of the Conserva- 
tion Commission, and with Frank 
Colombo, a State employee. It 
was, Grant said, the first time in 
six years that the area was dry 

Columbo went down to have a 


look, and instead of seeing the 
place referred to by Grant, he 
had noted activity on the easterly 
side of Route 93. looking towards 
North Reading, and beside the 
Ipswich. Grant said that Colombo 
had then put in for a “Cease and 
Desist Order" - but never saw 
what was going on on the West 
side. 

Grant continued: “Here is land 
zoned for SRA, in which the owner 
has already put in more money 
than he would for a house to be 
built, I asked a neighbor, and 
the neighbor said it was just spe- 
culation, I would like to know 
how the Building Inspector deter- 
mines that there is no Hatch Act 
necessary - it is a definite body 
of water with a continuous st 
of water flowing to Lul 
Brook.” 

Gillis told him to send a memo 
to the Building Isnpector and ask 
him. The Town Engineer volun- 
teered that he had photographs 
taken of the area in 1955, when 
the engineers were planning 
Route 93
